W. R. Williams Passes Away At His 

Home In Hustonville Served 

In War 



William R. Williams, one of the 
best known citizens of the West End 
of Lincoln county, died at his home in 
Hustonville early last Wednesday 
morning, after a long md useful 
life. He would have been 74 I "~~ 
age next April, had he lived. Mr. Wil- 
liams was born and reared in Huston- 
ville, and was a member of one of 
the most prominent families of that 
section. He is survived by his wife, 
who was Miss Mary Threlkeld Bishop, 
and six children, five daughters and 
one son, who are Mrs. H. R. Olson, 
of Marietta, Ga.. Mrs. Bower Reese, 
of Xevvnan, Ga.. Mrs. Dowd McCar- 
ley, of Okolona, Miss., Mrs. Henry 
Walker, of Salt Lake City, Utah and 
Mrs. F. J. Mansfield, of Winchester. 
Ky., and Dr. O. S. Williams, of Hus- 
tonville. 

Early in life, the deceased becam" 
a member of the Christian church and 
through out his long life, he lived a 
faithful follower of the meek and low- 
ly Nazerene. When the war between 
the states broke out, he espoused the 
side of the union, and fought bravely 
in Gen. Thomas' Command.
